1.  The  Social  conditions  of  the  district  are  those  of  a purely 
rural  area,  the  inhabitants  of  which  are  chiefly  engaged  in 
agriculture.  No  extensive  charges  have  taken  place  during  the 
last  two  years,  and  no  new  industries  have  been  established. 

2 . Vital  Statistics . 

For  the  purpose  of  calculating  both  birth  and  death  rates  the 
Registrar-General’s  estimate  of  the  resident  population  for 
Mid  1957  has  been  adopted.  This  is  9665. 

For  the  virhole  district  there  were  124  Births  registered 
(57_Kiales  67  females)  as  compared  with  155  ih  193^  and  157  ih 
1955>  "the  birth  rate  being  12.85  compared  with  15*72  in 
1956  and  14.57  in  I955, 

The  total  deaths  registered  in  the  whole  district  were  II5 
(59  males  and  54  females)  as  compared  with  127  in  I936  and 
125  in  1955 5 the  death  rate  being  11. 69  as  compared  with  I5.IO 
in  193^  s-nd  12. 9I  in  1955*

79  cases  of  notifiable  diseases  were  reported  during  the 
year  and  details  of  these  are  given  on  a separate  table  annexed 
Table 

Table  ‘'‘B*’  annexed  gives  particulars  relating  to  the  new 
cases  of  tuberculosis  and  deaths  from  that  disease. 

4,  Causes  of  Sickness. 

During  the  year  there  was  a serious  outbreak  of  Diphtheria 
at  Helperby  and  Brafferton^  15  cases  being  reported  of  a 
particularly  virulent  type  resulting  in  one  death.  In  cc- 
operarion  v/ith  the  County  Medical  Officer  who  kindly  gave 
valuable  assistance  in  the  matter ^ we  were  able  to  keep  the 
outbreak  ^under  control.  The  School  was  closed  and  disinfected^ 
and  visits  were  paid  on  several  occasions^  the  children 
examined  and  swabs  taken.  Each  case  v/as  immediately  removed 
to  Hospital.  I attribute  the  low  mortality  to  this  fact, 
^weviously  to  this  outbreak  and  subsequently  I had  advised  my 
Council  to  place  at  the  disposal  of  the  Medical  Practitioners 
facilities  for  immunization  of  which  a large  number  took 
advantage.  l6  cases  of  Dysentry  were  reported  anc.  22  eases 
of  Chicken  Pox.

There  are  nine  midwives  practising  in  the  District^  but  none 
of  these  are  employed  or  subsidised  by  the  Local  Authority  = 

There  are  three  Clinics  for  Child  Welfare  in  the  District^ 
but  no  Treatment  Centres. 

Hospitals . 

For  Tuberculosis  cases  the  North  Riding  Sanatorium  at 
Fairfield  - York  and  Aysgarth  (outside  the  District)  are 
available . 

No  Hospitals  are  provided  or  subsidised  by  the  Local 
Authority  for  Maternity  or  Child  Welfare, 

The  County  Council  have  made  arrangements  to  give  assistance 
to  medical  practioners  in  the  area  when  called  upon  to  treat 
cases  of  Puerperal  Pyrexia. 

Hospital  accomodation  and  Specialists  are  provided  for  these 
cases  when  required. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  with  the  Middlesborough  Borough 
Council  for  the  reception  of  Small  Pox  cases. 

For  Fever  cases  arrangements  have  been  made  for  such  as  are 
necessary  to  be  removed  to  the  York  Fever  Hospital  (outside 
the  District) . These  cases  are  removed  in  the  Hospital 
Ambulance , 


Arrangements  have  been  made  with  the  York  Corporation  for 
the  removal  of  accidents  by  ambulance. 

There  is  no  Institutional  provision  for  unmarried  mothers^ 
or  illegitimate  infants  or  homeless  children  in  the  District.

Bacteriological  specimens  are  sent  by  the  Medical  Practioners 
to  the  Clinical  Research  Association,  London,  and  the  cost  of 
the  examination  is  boxrne  by  the  Council. 
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Enteric^  Diphtheria  and  Scarlet  Fever  Anti-Toxins  are 
supplied  free  to  the  Medical  Practioners, 

Diphtheria  Prophylactic  Toxiod  is  supplied  free  for 
immunization, 

a.nitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area, 

Water , 

A:pproximately  of  the  population  is  v/ell  supplied  with 
wrater  from  the  public  mains  at  a constant  pressure  from  a gravity 
fed  source.  About  2.0%  at  the  upper  ends  of  the  mains  have  only 
a fairly  constant  pressure.  This  condition  will  hov/ever  be 
remedied  when  the  extensiors  about  to  begin  are  completed.  These 
extensions  will  also  give  a further  1^%  of  the  population  the 
advantage  of  a satisfactory  means  of  supply.  By  the  end  of  1938 
approxixmately  75^^  of  the  population  will  have  a satisfactory 
supply.  The  remainder  of  the  population  in  hamlets  and  out- 
tofing  farms  depend  mainly  on  private  wells  and  a few  public 
p-iumps.  The  supplies  in  the  hamlets  are  not  considered  satisfactory 
and  efforts  are  being  made  to  obtain  improved  supplies  in  three 
of  thuse.  The  quality  of  the  water  of  the  two  main  services 
continues  to  be  satisfactory.  At  Farlington  (20  houses)  the 
’water  in  the  public  supply  was  found  to  be  contaminated.  Steps 
were  taken  and  this  is  now  satisfactory.  Several  springs  have 
been  collected  and  added  to  the  two  main  supplies  and 
negotiations  are  in  progress  for  taking  over  more  springs.  During 
the  year  the  village  of  Stillington  (100  houses)  has  been 
provided  with  water  from  No, 2 main  supply. 

During  the  year  eight  samples  of  water  have  been  taken  for 
analysis , 


Rivers  and  Streams, 

Serious  pollution  is  present  in  the  stream  below  the 
Easingwold  Sewerage  Works,  The  proposed  nev/  scheme  v/liich  has 
recentl:/  been  the  subject  of  an  inquiry  and  ?\rhich  is  no’w  being 
examined  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  will  when  carried  out  remedy 
the  unsatisfactory  condition,  Aldwark  and  Linton  are  provided 
with  complete-  systems  of  sewers.  In  addition  Linton  has  now 
a modern  sewage  disposal  plant.  At  Tollerton  a fairly 
comprehensive  system  of  sewers  exists and  the  sew’age  is  treated 
on  two  acres  of  land. 

Other  villages  have  only  partial  systems  of  sewers^  and  a few 
small  settlement  tanks. 


On  an  average  pOO  chains  of  sewer  ditches  are  cleansed  each 
year  in  villages  where  insufficient  treatment  is  provided.

A plan  of  a proper  system  of  servers  with  modern  v/orks  dravvTi 
up  by  the  Council's  Engineer  has  been  considered , Surveys  of 

sewerage  and  house  drains  have  been  made  at  Husttavaite  and 
CraykOo  The  conditions  found  were  most  unsatisfactory.  A 
complete  scheme  of  sewers  and  sewage  disposal  works  has  been 
dra'cm  up  for  the  village  of  Crayke, 

To  secure  the  benefit  which  could  be  obtained  by  better  use 
of  the  excellent  vifater  supply  now  about  to  be  provided  in  the 
greattU'  part  of  the  district  it  is  essential  that  all  the 
villages  be  provided  vifith  efficient  sev;ers  and  disposal  works. 
Comparatively  cheap  power  is  now  available  in  many  of  the 
villages  where  punping  is  necessar37.  The  lack  of  such  systems 
restricts  proper  development  and  improvements  in  housing 
generally ,

Most  of  the  sanitary  conveniences  are  of  the  privy  midden 
type,  Vifater  supply  is  available  in  several  of  the  villages^ 
but  ovdng  to  the  want  of  suitable  sewers  and  means  of  disposal 
conversion  to  water  closets  presents  difficulties  in  dealing 
with  such  drainage.  As  a temporary  expedient  Septic  Tanks 
could  with  advantage  be  placed  in  the  sewers  where  convenient,

This  is  carried  out  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector  who  has 
had  a large  amount  of  practical  experience  in  Public 
Abattoirs  and  Private  Slaughterhouses,  All  the  Slaughter- 
houses (14  in  number)  are  entered  and  recorded  under  the 
Public  Health  Meat  Registrar  1924,  for  regular  and  occasional 
slaughtering.  All  are  visited  systematically  and  carcasses 
said  organs  examined. 

All  shops,  stores,  and  vehicles  are  systematically 
examined  under  the  Public  Health  (Meat)  Regulations  1924. 

248  visits  have  been  made  and  what  has  been  found  diseased 
, has  been  destroyed  by  burial  or  by  fire,  after  voluntary 
confiscation.  298  cattle,  I87  sheep,  154  pigs  have  been 
examined  under  the  Public  Health  Meat  Regulations.  I beast 
1 pig,  8 sheep,  and  several  parts  of  carcasses  have  been 
condemned.
